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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-24 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1-24 objected to because of the following informalities: 

a. In claims 1-17, "CCK" and "ISP' are suggested to be defined. 

b. In claim 4, "postcurstor-ISI" is suggested to be changed to "postcursor-ISI". 

c. . In claims 5, 7, and 22-24, "DFE" is suggested to be defined. 

d. In claim 8, "DSSS" is suggested to be defined. 

e. In claims 1 8-24. "ISI" is suggested to be defined. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such flill, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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4. Claims 18-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Regarding claims 1 8-20, 
claim 18 recites the claim language "a postcursor-ISlcanceler to cancel postcursor-ISI from the 
chip sequence to output a representation of said postcursor-ISI". However, after reviewing the 
specification (see pages 16-18), it is the understanding of the Examiner that the output of the 
postcursor-ISI canceler is a chip metric, not a representation of postcursor-ISI. Furthermore, it is 
the understanding of the Examiner that the output of the postcursor-ISI canceler could not be a 
representation of postcursor-ISI since the postcursor-ISI is cancelled from the output. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 22-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Schmidt et al. 
(previously cited in Office Action 2/21/2007). 
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Regarding claims 22-24, Schmidt et al. discloses a method/receiver (see Fig. 2) including 
a filter controller (block 250) for computing filter coefficients for the DFE of Fig. 2 (see section 
0025); a first canceler (block 240) for canceling postcursor-ISI (see section 0022) using the 
adapted DFE coefficients (see section 0025); and a second canceller (block 2200) for canceling 
postcursor-ISI (see section 0022) using the same set of adapted DFE coefficients generated by 
the controller (see section 0025), wherein the first and second cancellers are included in the same 
DFE of Fig. 2. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-17 are allowable over prior art references if above objections are overcome.
